Campaigns' Focus: Win the Day 


Both sides emphasize 
small, daily victories 
to take White House 


Washington 

It can be something as small as posi- 
tioning the candidate at just the right 
camera angle or as big as catching 
the opponent in a campaign-alter- 
ing slip of the tongue. 

Every day, the ground troops of 
Team Obama and Team Romney pur- 
sue a common goal: winning the day. 
Moment by moment, they maneuver 
and hustle to gain an inch here, a foot 
there on the opposition. 

Driving it all is the belief that by 
stringing together enough small, daily 
victories, they can help their candi- 
date win the one day that truly mat- 
ters — Nov. 6, Election Day. 

If they lose Monday, they will work 
harder to win Tuesday. If they lose 
Tuesday, there’s always Wednesday. 
Until time runs out. 

Each day opens with a mental 
push of the reset button. “It helps you 
get up at 5 in the morning,” says Paul 
Begala, a Democratic consultant. 

When President Barack Obama 
underperformed in his first debate 
Wednesday night, his handlers 
worked all the harder the next morn- 
ing — in briefings, conference calls, 
television appearances, attack ads and 
more — to frame Romney’s debate

Divided Venezuela Heads to Polls 


Voters cast ballots 
in Chavez’s closest 
presidential race yet 


Caracas, Venezuela 

President Hugo Chavez’s crusade to 
transform Venezuela into a social- 
ist state, which has bitterly divided 
the nation, was put to the stiffest 
electoral test of his nearly 14 years 
in power Sunday in a closely fought 
presidential election. 

Both camps said turnout was 
high, with millions of Venezuelans 
casting ballots. Long lines formed 
at many polling centers, with lines 
of hundreds of voters snaking along 
sidewalks and around blocks in 
many parts of Caracas. 

Chavez’s challenger, Henrique 
Capriles, has united the opposition 
in a contest between two sides that 
distrust each other so deeply there 
were concerns whether a close elec-

Philippines, Rebels OK Peace Deal 


Manila, Philippines 

Philippine President Benigno Aqui- 
no III announced Sunday that his 
government has reached a prelim- 
inary peace deal with the nation’s 
largest Muslim rebel group in a 
major breakthrough toward ending 
a decades-long insurgency. 

Aquino said the “framework 
agreement” — a roadmap for a 
new autonomous region for minor- 
ity Muslims in the predominantly 
Roman Catholic nation’s south — 
was an assurance the Moro Islam- 
ic Liberation Front will no longer 


aim to secede. 

The agreement, to be signed 
Oct. 15, spells out general princi- 
ples on major issues, including the 
extent of power and territory of the 
new region. A final deal could be 
reached by 2016, officials said. 

The deal marks the most sig- 
nificant progress in 15 years of on- 
and-off negotiations with the Moro 
group on ending an uprising that 
has left more than 120,000 people 
dead. Western governments have 
long worried that rebel strongholds 
could become breeding grounds for

Feds Craft Safety Rules

Officials want uniform 
standards for rail 
systems across U.S. 

Washington 

Federal officials have begun draft- 
ing safety standards for the nation’s 
subway and light-rail systems, three 
years after the deadly Red Line 
crash exposed vast gaps in over- 
sight of trains that transport mil- 
lions of people a day. 

The Transportation Depart- 
ment has long regulated safety for 
airlines and Amtrak, but it had no 
authority to impose safety stan- 
dards for subway and light-rail sys- 
tems. The result, federal officials 
said, was a patchwork of rules and 
regulations covering systems from 
San Francisco to Washington. 

Now, the U.S. government is 
carving out a bigger role in the 
safety of such systems. In the sum- 
mer, Congress approved a mea- 
sure expanding the authority of 
the Federal Transit Administra- 
tion and strengthening the role of 
state monitoring agencies such as 
the Tri- state Oversight Commit- 
tee, the official safety monitor for 
the Washington Metropolitan Area 
Transit Authority. 

“These first-ever federal safety 
standards will ensure we can bring 
the full force of our national transit 
expertise to help promote a culture 
of safety on our nation’s rail-transit 
systems,” said Sen. Barbara Mikul- 
ski, D-Md., who led the push for 
federal oversight along with Rep. 


A Bigger Role 

In the three years since the Red 
Line crash, regional leaders 
have taken steps to strengthen 
the role of the Tri-state Oversight 
Committee, which has three full- 
time staff members, a website 
and an office. The region’s three 
top transportation officials meet 
quarterly to discuss Metro-relat- 
ed issues. (Twp)

“My promises made are prom- 
ises kept,” Mikulski said.

Federal officials met last month 
in the District to discuss the new 
rules, which will take several 
months to write. At a minimum, 
transit agencies will be required 
to have strategies for identifying 
safety risks, employ a trained safety 
officer who reports directly to the 
head of the transit agency and have 
training programs for employees 
responsible for safety. 

The push for federal oversight 
was prompted in part by the grow- 
ing number of derailments, col- 
lisions and worker fatalities on 
subways — notably the 2009 Red 
Line crash that killed nine people 
and injured more than 80 others.

The Nationals Strike First 



Moore delivers

The Nationals 

The 79-year wait may not have been 
long enough for the nation’s capi- 
tal to adequately prepare for the 
frayed nerves and frustration, for the 
manic, heart-in-your-throat reality 
of playoff baseball. The Nationals 
took the city on a seventh-month- 
long joyride, and on Sunday, in one 
sun-drenched after- 
noon at Busch Sta- 
dium, they dragged 
it through a meat 
grinder. At least they 
made it worth it. 
The Nationals 
landed the opening blow of the 
National League Division Series 
with their 3-2 victory over the 
defending champion St. Louis 
Cardinals. The Nationals could 
not have played worse, and they 
could not have felt better about 
it. They possess neither the histo- 
ry nor the October-tested experi- 
ence of the Cardinals, but rookie 
pinch-hitter Tyler Moore showed 
how irrelevant that can become on 
the field. Moore started his sea- 
son at Class AAA Syracuse. Sun- 
day afternoon, after loopy twists 
and maddening turns, he delivered 
the game-winning, two-out, two- 
run, pinch-hit single in the eighth 
inning that gave the Nationals their 
first-ever playoff win in their first- 
ever playoff game. 

Don’t worry about your heart. 
This can only last a month. And if 
it did not burst through your chest 
Sunday, when will it? Gio Gonzalez, 
the Nationals’ ace, walked seven 
batters. Their highest-paid player, 
Jayson Worth, twice struck out to 
leave the bases loaded. The oppos- 
ing starter, Adam Wainwright, 
struck out 10 in 5 Ys innings, tak- 


ing advantage of the shadows that 
crisscrossed the infield. 

When Drew Storen struck out 
Matt Holliday with a slider to end 
it, the crowd filed out solemnly, in 
disbelief. 

The Nationals still trailed only 
2-1 after seven innings because of 
Ryan Mattheus’ miracle escape in 
the seventh and Worth’s miraculous 
catch to rob a two-run homer in the 
sixth. And Gonzalez, despite the 
career-high seven walks, allowed 
only one hit and managed to keep 
the Nationals within striking dis- 
tance. 

The wildness and wasted chanc- 
es and key plays all led to the top of 
the eighth inning.

error. Ian Desmond laced his third 
hit of the game, a single to right field 
that pushed Morse to third base. 

Up came Danny Espinosa, who 
had struck out in his first three 
plate appearances. He may have 
revealed his waning confidence 
by bunting, even with the slow- 
footed Morse on third. Desmond 
moved up to second, though, for 
Kurt Suzuki. Boggs struck him 
out on a 97-mph fastball. 

Manager Davey Johnson, the 
69-year-old managing his first 
postseason game in 15 years, sent 
left-hander Chad Tracy to pinch- 
hit. Rookie manager Mike Matheny 
countered by calling on Marc Rzep- 
czynski, his only left-handed reliev- 
er. Johnson responded by pulling 
back Tracy and sending up Moore, 


the rookie who had a 10-homer sea- 
son in limited time. 

Moore fell behind and ran 
the count to 2-2. The Mississippi 
native reduces hitting to its sim- 
plest form — see the ball, swing 
hard.

And to think it all started with Ben- 
nifer. 

Like almost every actor, Ben Affleck 
had always wanted to direct. But in 2003, 
when Affleck was romantically linked 
to Jennifer Lopez, he decided to finally 
take the plunge.

“He’s sort of maligned today,”

Study: Rise in 
Gay Roles on TV 


The number of LGBT 
characters is at its 
highest-ever Level 

Television 

The number of gay and bisexual 
characters on scripted broadcast 
network TV is at its highest-ever 
level in the season ahead, accord- 
ing to the Gay & Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation. The total on 
cable television is also going up. 

The 17th annual 
“Where We Are on 
TV” report, re- 
leased Friday, 
found that 4.4 
percent of actors 
appearing regu- 
larly on prime-time 
network drama 
and comedy series 
during the 2012-13 
season will portray lesbian, gay, 
bisexual or transgender characters. 
That is up from 2.9 percent in 2011, 
which saw a dip in what had been 
a growing annual trend. 

The study reviewed 97 scripted 
TV programs scheduled to air in 
the upcoming season on the broad- 
cast networks, counting a total of 
701 series regular characters; 31 of

them are LGBT characters. 

ABC has the highest amount, 
with 10 out of 194, or 5.2 percent. 

Fox ranks second with six LGBT 
characters out of 118 total series reg- 
ulars, or 5.1 percent. 

CBS was saluted as much 
improved, with four out of 142 LGBT 
series regulars, or 2.8 percent, up 
from 0.7 percent last year. 

Regular gay and lesbian char- 
acters on what the study termed 
“mainstream” cable television has 
also risen this season to 35, up from 
29 last season, frazier moore (ap)
